Dusiin THeatre.—* A rumour prevails in this city, which if au- 
thentic, cannot but promote much dismay behind the curtain. It is to the 
effect that our excellent and spirited manager, who has so long and so 
dauntlessly opposed a valiant front to difficulties and perils which’ would 
have disheartened, or, it may be crushed many a man less resolute and en- 
terprising, has been at length compelled to post a notice in the green- 
room, stating that he will be happy to receive proposals of engagements from 
ladies and gentlemen for the ensuing season, but that he grieves to state 
that, in consequence of the almost total desertion of the Theatre of late 
by the public, he will be obliged to form his salaries on a scale greatly 
lower than that which he has hitherto been in the habit of awarding. This 
announcement will, we fear, cause the secession ‘from our corps drama- 
tigue of many of its most valuable members. That it should come to this 
in the second city of the British empire! Mr.Caleraft’s zealous and 
most enterprising efforts in support of our National Theatre must win for 
him the applause of every man who has the honor of our country at 
heart ; and it is indeed disgraceful in the last degree to the people of 
Dublin, that they have not seconded his able endeavors. Is it possible 
that our only National Theatre will be suffered to sink ; as it must, should 
the character of its performances be lowered, to the degree of a minor; 
and that in a city ptoducing audiences proverbial for wit, taste, and dis- 
eernment ? For our part we cannot believe it; and, although affairs be 
disheartening, such is the strength of our reliance on Mr. Calcraft, as a 
pilot who will yet conduct the sinking vessel of the Drama safely through 
the breakers, that we look on the measure of economy, noticed above, 
but as a wise precaution, adopted, doubtless through necessity, and ready 
to be removed, as all similar measures have been, the moment the state 
of the treasury permits. It now rests entirely with the public whether 
our Theatre shall continue open, and our old favorites shall remain. If 
the least encouragement be given to our lessee he is not a man to despair ; 
but to remain hoping against hope, as has been his lot during the last 
season, is too much even for Mr. Calcraft’s philosophy.”
